Subjects  were  as  varied  as  the  individuals 
who  photographed  them.  We  have  a  gUmpse  of  a  local  barbershop,  the  life  of  a  mail 
carrier  and  a  diner  employee,  a  peek  into  the  performance  world  of  the  transvestite,  the 
haunted  atmosphere  of  an  abandoned  school,  to  mention  a  few.
